inail service. During the early winter tenders 
were invited for the performance ofa semi-weekly 
Doubtless in confident . ex- 
pectation of that arrangement being| carried in- 
to effect the spirited contractor, Mr. Barnard, 
increased his rolling stock, and otherwise per- | 
fected arrangements for a semi-w¢ckly stage 
foach line. The class of stock placetl upon the 
route from Yale to Williams Creek wag of ‘a char- 
peter one would hardly expect to find in a young, 
yough country like this—at once a ¢redit to the 
contractor and to the colony, and the whole un- 
dertaking was gotten up upon a scale calculated | 
to elicit the admiration and command the pa: | 
tronage of the travelling public. But although 
several months have elapsed since |the tenders 
‘or the new mail service were received—the ten- 
ders were all in by 12 o’clock of the 17th De- 
ember last—no contract, so far as| the public 
#re aware, has yet been given oat, and a notice 
whicli we publish in another column, announcing 
Mr. Barnard’s intention to run only a, weekly 
line, would seem to indicate the determination of | 


the Government to fall back upon tlie oli, ineffi-

cient and unsatisfactory system. To say that 
we sincerely regret this retrogtade move- 
ment is but feebly to express our fe¢lings upon 
the subject. We are not so selfish pr so localiz- 
ed in our views as to rest content because New 
Westminster is.comparatively unaffected by the 
‘change, for an carocst desire that the hardy and 


enterprising colonist, who has pushed his way |. 


‘into the most remote and inaccessible parts of 
ithe country, and upon whom taxation now bears 
with crushing weight, should at least enjoy the 
igolace of a liberal mail service indaced us to urge 
lapon the Government the duty of conferring upon 
ithe colony a more efficient system... That the 
/ Government has nut s¢en its way clear to do this 
iis, we apprehend, matter of Executive as well 
jas public regret. The want ofa proper mail sei- 
| vice is, however, one of those pablit grievances 
‘which cannot long be endured, and we trust, 
i therefore, the Government will be/ able to hit 
mpon some play by which the people in the in- 
‘terior may be more frequently and more efficient- 
‘ly supplied with mail matter. We quite realize 
| the dilemma in which the Executive finds itself, 
| owing to the state“of the money market in Eng- 
\ land, and the consequent inability to realize up- 
} on the loan, the unappropriated balance of which 
forms so large an item in the estimated revenue 
: Of the current fiscal year. Money makes the 
| mare go, and the mail coach horses are of similar 
' breed in that respect. But, still, we are dispos- 
| ed to differ with the Government as to the wis- 


' dom of selecting the postal department as that 


i in which retrenchment should commence, There 

| is much room for increased economy before that 

| department is reached. The “‘ bloated civil ser- 

' vice” is eating the very vitals out of the country. 

' We would advise His Excellency to direct his 
attention to the numerous useless ahd idle officials 
to be found at various points, literally stumbling 
ever each other, and in some instances almost 
outnumbering the population in the locality 
where they reside. But, amidst all this, it is 
pleasing to observe the slightest disposition evine- 
ed to meet the wants of the country in any way. 
A few days ago we alluded to the desirability of 
establishing post-offices at shorter intervals in 
the various rural districts, and suggested that 
the Chilliwhack settlement presented a suitable 
field for making a commencement. We now 
learn that the Postmaster-General has establish- 
dan office at “ Codville Landing,” appointing 
Mr. Codville to discharge the duties of Postmas- 
ter there. With judicious management the sys- 
tem thus inaugurated could be extended with 
very great advantage to the publit, and without 
any additional charge upon the Exchequer.

$26,000. I name the amount from memory. We 
next hear of him employed by Mr, Trutch as a 
fit and proper person to superintend the G. B. 
Wright fat contract and other Government jobs 
in that section of the colony. We have heard of 
the stumps, roots, rocks, &c., covered np under 
his supervision and sanction, but as the Governor 
is to pags Over that road shortly I will leave that 
matter to him, the “ specifications” and ** Investi- 
gator,”| hoping they twill investigate the Bridge 
| contract, Beef contract, Alexandra and Quesnel 
road, or trail, widening contract, and other little 
jobbery up there. But I call apon Mr. Trutch, 
|as Chicf Commissioner of Lands & Works, to 
pass over the fonr miles of trail that is now made 
between this place and Langley, under the man- 
| agement of his deputy, and make an estimate of 
the valac of the work done, and then sce what it 
has already cost the Government, I think that 
would be a sufficient proof of the fitness of the 
manager to be employed at all upon public con- 
tracts,-where economy has to be piacticed. Let 
Mr. Trutch pass through the camps and examine 
the class of men that are employed as time-keep- 
ers, and see if that is the class of men he would 
employ on his contracts, Why, Mr. Editor, I 
believe it will cost the Government $150,000 to 
build that ¢rail to Yale at the rate the work is 
progressing. More anon. Ancvs.

A Letter on Postal Matters. 
To the Editor of the British Columbian. 


Sin,—Permit me, through the colamns of your 
aper, to call the attention of the powers that 
be to what is considered a gross imposition in 
reference to the Postal arrangement on this creek. 
Our obliging Postmaster has kindly removed 
the post-office from Barkerville (the original and 
central location) to Richfield, opening branch 
offiees at Barkerville and Cameronton. Letters 
addressed to parties at either of the last named 
places are kindly forwarded to those branch offi- 
ces, and a charge of two bits imposed, on -each 
letter, in addition to the regular 12 cents colonial 
rate of postage. | 

Thus you'sée we have to pay 200 per cent. 
more for the delivery of our Ictters at those 
branch offices, distance of from one to two miles, 
than is charged for their conveyance from New 
Westminster to Richfield. One-half I believe of 
this 200 per cent goes into the pocket of our ob- 
liging Postmaster, and the other half to his sub- 
Branch Postmaster. 

I fecl satisfied there are business men in each 
| of those branch office towns who wonld be quite 
willing to keep @ receipt and delivery office free 
in consideration of the casual custom they would 
receive thereby. 

And surely our Postmaster might do the con- 
| veyance free, when Ictters can be delivered at 
at either Antler or Lowhee without anything ex- 
tra being charged on the regular colonial rate.
